MORE WARRANTSAWAIT HIM 


Packer, formerly President of 
the Park State Bank, now defunct, and 
prominent in South Side club and church 
circles, has been arrested at Lake Minne- 
tonka, Minn., on charges of larceny as bailee 
and securing money under false pretenses. 
Though the warrants for his apprehension 
involve alleged misappropriation of $21,000, 
it is estimated by police officials that the 
total amoufit secured by questionable trans- 
actions will aggregate $75,000. William 
Worthy, brother of the late John Worthy; 
Eugene Steere, a clergyman, and a govern- 
ment official, whose names are withheld, 
and many of Packer’s intimate friends are 
numbered among those who lost money. 

The financier, who has been missing for 
almost a month, might have escaped arrest 
but for the fact that Detective Morrissey of 
the Minneapolis Police department, who 
made the arrest, recently visited Chicago to 
take back to Minnesota the alleged forger, 
Charles R. Snyder. 

“One good turn deserves another,” said 
Morrissey, ag he shook hands with the Chi- 
cago detectives who had caplured Snyder 
in this city. Then he was informed casually 
of the Packer case, and at once furnished 
information as to the whereabouts of a man 
who he thought might be the ex-banker. 

“I'll keep you posted,” was Morrissey’s 
promise, and he worked on clews and kept 
up @ line of communication almost daily 
until the word was given and 
taken in custody. 


_ Left Suddenly on May 20. 

Packer, who resides at 4747 Lake avenue, 
left Chicago on May 20. Warrants for his 
arrest had been sworn out on May 18, and

DEATH OF MRS. GLADSTO 


ow OF THE GREAT ENGLISH 
STATESMAN PASSES AWAY, 


Had Lain Unconscious for SevEnty-two 

‘fours Before Dissolution—Boay to 
Rest Beside Her Husband's in West- 
minster Abbey—Honor Accorded te 
Few Women—Greatly Helped Her 
Life Partner in His Political career 
Assisted Numerous Charities. 


8PECI LE TO THE CH BUNE 
LONDON, June 15, 3 a. m—The body of 
Mrs. Gladstone, who died yesterday after- 
noon, is to be buried in Westminster Abbey 
beside that of her husband, as stipulated in 
the will of the great statesman. Arrange- 
ments for interment in the same grave as 
her husband were made in 1898. The burial 
probably will take place next Tuesday. 


Had Been Long Unconscious. 
Mrs. Gladstone, who had been unconscious | 
for about seventy-two hours, died without 
recovering consciousness. The news was 
immediately conveyed to the Queen, the 
Prince of Wales, the Dean of Westminster, 
the Dean of Lincoln, Sir Winlam Vernon 
Harcourt, Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman, 
Arthur J. Balfour, and others. In the course 
of the evening William Gladstone, heir to 
Hawarden, arrived from Eton, and was fol- 
lowed by two sisters from London. 


Rare Honor for a Woman. 
Comparatively few women are buried in 
Westminster Abbey, Ten Queens of Eng- 
land lie there, but less than half a dozen 
other women have been similarly honored. 


Mx. Gladstone first met Catherine Glynne, 
daughter of Sir Stephen Glynne, in the win- 
ter of 18388. It was over a year later that 
they met again. That time it was in Rome, 
where the handsome Misses Glynne were 
staying with their mother. A few months 

later there was a double wedding in the lit- 
tle parish church at Hawarden. The second 
couple were the younger Miss Glynne and 
Lord Lyttelton. | 


Was a Valuable Helpmeet. 
Mrs. Gladstone accompanied her husband | | 
in all his travels. She disclaimed the title 
of being a political woman, but aided her hus- 
band’s cause perhaps more than his polit- 
ical friends, in that.she guarded him with a 
care that knew no weariness. ean | 
Mr. Gladstone, at all times, upon every 
fitting occasion, paid tribute to the heart and 
mind of his wife, and attributed to her com- 
panionship and encouragement the stimulus 
and solace without which he could not have 
essayed the tasks he performed. . 


Her Charities Were Numerous. 
Mrs. Gladstone’s charities were many 
and notable, and brought her into Parliament 
as sponsor for the homeless poor act. One 
of the first charitable institutions with which 
she became associated was the Newport 
Market Refuge. The cholera epidemic in 
London brought out Mrs. Gladstone’s self- 
forgetting pity and compassion in heroic 
manner. She went among the stricken and 
.the dying as they were brought into the 
London Hospital. She took ug the cause 
ot the children left orphans in the epidemic, | 
and saw that convalescent patients of the 
disease were nursed dnd tended till they 
were strong enough to go back to their 
homes and work. The plea for the orphans 
resulted in the establishment of an orphan- 
age for boys at Clapton, which later was re- 
moved to Hawarden. . Yet another institu- 
‘tion of importance to which Mrs. Gladstone 
gave her time and strength is St. Mary’s 
Training Home for Young Girls, where un- 
protected young girls are trained and shel- 
tered; and there is a haven of rest under 
the shadow of Hawarden Castle where a 
number of old and invalided women are 
cared for and tended while life lasts. 

Mrs. Gladstone was born on June 6, 1812, 
and thus had passed into her eighty-eighth |

NEW SPIRIT. 

One of Tolstoi’s interpreters and critics 
said of him that he was | possessed of a 
“social imagination” that caused him, 
when he sat down to a luxurious dinner, to 
see behind the chairs the ird, haunt ; 


sian declared that there never, could be 
any rest for him “ so long as I have super- 
fluous food and another has none, so long 
as I have two coats and another has none.” 
This kind of social imagination is being 
developed, in a lesser degree, by the world 
at large, and people are beginning to feel 
that too much food in the larder and too 
many coats in closets are crimes against 
society. One can no longer quiet a con- 
science by putting one’s hand in an over- 
flowing pocket. One must be sure that 
the contents were honestly come by, that 
the right proportion goes to the allevia- 
tion of human suffering, and that one has 
a voice in the manner of this alleviation. 
Even clothes have become a matter of 
conscience. It is not only necessary for 
the wearer of coats to see that these 
garments are paid for, but he must have 
the assurance that the men or women 
who made them were properly remunerated. 
It has been demonstrated beyond dispute 
how uneasy lies the head that wears a 
bird-trimmed hat. * 
Havelock Ellis, author of a deservedly 
noted book, The New Spirit,“ in his in- 
troduction to that volume calls this mod- 
ern awakening the scientific spirit.

IN ARMY CAMPS. 

Dr. Victor C. Vaughan of the Univer- 
sity of Michigan was one of the three ex- 
perts appointed to investigate the causes 
of typhoid fever in the army camps dur- 
ing the Spanish war. After visiting all 
the camps and spending a year and a half 
in going over the medical records of the 
various commands, this board has recent- 
ly made an extended report to the Sur- 
geon General. ‘The report has not yet 
been given to the public, but Dr. Vaughan 
embodied its salient points in his recent 
address before the American Medical as- 
sociation, and the paper is now printed 
in the Philadelphia Medical Journal. It 
is an admirable and important study of 
the subject, deserving of wide attention 
both in army and in medical circles. | 

The investigations show that every regi- 
ment, both volunteer and regular, developed 


tenths of the regiments began to be infected 
within eight weeks after assembling. The 
disease became epidemic in all the encamp- 
ments, whether large or small, and whether 
located in the North or in the South. The 
deaths from typhoid were more than 80 
per cent of the total, while the fatal cases 
were only 7.5 per cent of the whole num- 
ber attacked by the disease. About one- 
fifth of all the soldiers who went to war 
in 1898 developed typhoid fever sooner 
or later. This is a much larger propor- 
tion than was generally supposed, the dif- 
ference being due to the discovery that 
most of the cases diagnosed as malaria were 
really typhoid fever. 

While much of the evil was due to bad 
sanitation, Dr. Vaughan says the typhoid 
infection is so generally distributed in this 
country that any regiment would be likely 
to have cases of it within eight weeks. 
A study of the typhoid cases in New York 
City shows that four persons out of every 
1,300 of military age are attacked by the 
disease each year. Statistics are also 
given to show that typhoid usually appears 
within eight weeks in all military expedi- 
tions. . The investigations of the board of 
inquiry show quite positively that locality 
was not responsible for the epidemic. The 
theory that miasma or even bad food causes 
typhoid is disproved. The typhoid fever 
is catised by a specific germ, and the dis- 
ease is propagated solely by the transfer- 
ence of excrementa from an infected in- 
dividual to the alimentary canals of others. 
The only reason why typhoid fever is more 
likely to become epidemic in camps than 
in civil life is because of the difficulty of 
sanitation. Through lack of sewers.one 
infected man\ may spread the disease 
through a whole camp before he knows 
he has it himself. Dr. Vaughan declares 
camp pollution to have been the greatest 
sanitary sin committed by the troops in 
1898, and he lays the blame at the door 
of superior line officers, who located camps 
in such a way that good sanitation was 
often difficult, and who did not always 
act on the protests of medical officers. He 
says greater authority should be given to 
the medical officers in matters relating to 
camp hygiene. 

The board found that the infection in 
the different camps varied according to the 
arrangements for disposing of fecal mat- 
ter. Constant disinfection and absolute 
cleanliness are the only safeguards. Dr. 
Vaughan believes that flies carry the in- 
fection to a serious extent, and the point 
seems to be corroborated by the fact that 
the officers whose mess tents were pro- 
tected by screens suffered less than others. 
Thé germs are also spread by personal con- 
tact, by dust, and by contaminated cloth- 
ing and bedding. Not even an ocean voy- 
age will keep the disease from develop- 
ing when infection has taken place. Dr. 
Vaughan gives detailed recommendations 
‘as to methods for keeping the disease ata 
minimum, and his article should prove 
helpful to all students of camp sanitation.

“GRADUATES” TELL OF-IT 


Say They Paid Various Sums for 
“Sheepskins” Only to Find 
Them Worthless. 


- CALLED BOGUS DOCTOR SHOP. 


After a 3 in which Clar: J. Tisdel, 
attorney for the government, denounced the 
Metropolitan Medical College at 866 West 
Van Buren street as a bogus doctor shop ” 
and a “ fraud on the public,” the four of- 
ficials of that diploma mill were held 
yesterday to the federal grand jury on 
charges of using the United States mails 
in. promoting a scheme to defraud. The 
hearing was before United States Commis- 
sioner Humphrey and the four men held are: 

James Armstrong, President of the coliege. 

J. H. Randall, Vice President. 

Charies M. Hovey, Attorney. 

Thomas Armstrong, Secretary. 

The bonds given by the eben dame when 


they were arrested a week ago were extended 


until today, when they will be renewed. 

For four years the officials of the so-called 
college, ‘which occupies rooms over the Peo- 
ple’s Institute, had defied the local authori- 


thes, owing to the inadequacy of the State 


health laws, and continued to send out 
“diplomas” at a rate of 1,000 or more a 
year to “any one having a superior knowl- 
edge of medieine,“ it is charged, without 
competent examination, and in considera- 
tion of fees ranging all the way from $10 to 
$200 or more. The charge now made by the 
federal authorities is t the sale of these 
“diplomas constituted a fraud not only 
on the purchasers, but on the general public. 


May Close Up Institution. 

It ts expected this action will close up 
institutibn. At any rate, the mall or- 
business will be stopped by a fraud 

order which Postoffice Inspector Guy 
Gould expects to receive from the depart- 
ment at Washington today. 

The hearing lasted all day, and the com- 
‘miasioner’s office was crowded with grad- 
uates of the institution and “* professors,” 
who were less anxious to have the officials 
come to grief. Assistant United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Tisdel and Postoffice Inspec- 
tor Gould represented the prosecution, and 
Attorneys T. E. Milchrist and 26 Stuart 
Beattie the defendants. 


“ Graduates ” Give Wett 

Three “ graduates ot the institution were 
the principal prosecuting witnesses. 

John Murdock, a carpenter and medical 
student of Louisville, Ky., said he had been 
studying medicine many years, and saw an 
attractive advertisement of Dr.“ Arm- 
strong’s institution in May, 1898; that he en- 
tered into correspondence and found that a 
diploma was to be had for $200, but finally 
induced the faculty to make him an offer 
of a diploma for $21.50. This was paid and 
the degree received in January, 1899. ‘ Dr.” 

urdock also received a certificate of prac- 
tice for the State of Texas, but found this to 
be worthless. His efforts to practice medi- 
cine in Kentucky met with the same results. 

The graduate,“ who never had attended 
the West Bide school for a day, then wanted 
to return his bit of parchment, but the fac- 
ulty whose names appeared thereon refused, 
he said, to send back his money. 


Given Bail to Leave Town. 

Daniel W. Mott of Maquoketa, Ia., told a 
similar story, supplementing it by saying he 
was sent to jail for trying to practice in Chi- 
cago with an Armstrong diploma.“ He 
suid the officers of the institution furuished 
his bail and persuaded him to leave the State.
